“Hola, Bonjour, Guten-Tag.” These were a 
sampling of the words heard in the foreign 
language hall. The hard work put into these 
classes had a great effect on the students. 
Many students spoke of plans to travel abroad 
or work in foreign nations. 

Due to the requirements set by the school 
system, many students took more than one 
language during their four years. Affer they 
had completed two years of one language, 
they switched gears and took two years of 
another language. Some students believed 
this was easier than continuing in the same 
language. Jacob Carney stated, “Itis easier to 
take another foreign language after learning 
a first. | picked up Spanish more quickly be- 
cause it has the same base as French.”
